of civilization. But in two other particular 
parts of the treaty the United States will 
be. seriously affected in the internal and 
material interests if the treaty should be 
adopted in the form in which Mr. Gresham’s 
capacity for blundering and Mr. Kurino’s 
capacity for getting the best of it have 
caused it to be sent to the Senate. 

The first of these points relates to the 
favored-nation clause. In it Mr. Gresham 
thinks he has secured a triumph, for it 
binds both Japan and the United States for 
a period of ten years from 1900—the year in 
which most of the treaty provisions take 
effect—and is terminable thereafter only on 
one year’s notice. Mr. Gresham evidently 
concluded that this would prevent any 
European power from obtaining undue ad- 
vantages over the United States in Japan 
by any treaty regulations for a period of 
time long eno to secure beyond question 
America’s supremacy in the markets of 
Japan. But Mr. Gresham unfortunately 
overlooked the fact that the United States 
has already several treaties containing 
favored-nation clauses, and that every such 
nation thus in treaty with the United States 
would upon the adoption of the Japanese 
treaty be in a position to demand a ten 
years’ extension of the favored-nation 
clause on the part of the United States 
from 1900 to 1910, while retaining for itself 
alone the right to terminate the favored- 
nation clause with regard to the United 
States on the Mmited notice contained in 
existing treaties. This jug-handle 
ment has probably escaped the attention of 
Mr. Gresham, but it certainly did not de- 
ceive the astute Kurino, who entered into 
it with seeming reluctance, but with a 
sly or contented smile. 

The second point of the objection is one 
which concerns every inventor and manu- 
facturer in the United States. The treaty 
provides for the reciprocal granting wf 
patents to citizens of the United States 
Japan and to citisens of Japan by the United 
States. This dees not go into effect for 
five years. While it is true that citizens of 
the United States take out a great many 
patents and. citizens of Japan very few, 
still the cunning Japanese manufacturers 
already producing thousands of articles of 
every-day use and pirating hundreds of 
American patented inventions, will not only 
be able to continue their piracy for the next 
five years, but will continue to have free use 
of every American invention patented be- 
fore 1900, notwithstanding the fact that the 
American patents will be alive in America 
for many years after.

Samuel Mamee and Johm Garvey have 
been employed at the works as boss rollers 
for years. When President Meysenburg is- 
sued an order transferring them to super- 
intendencies at $7 per day and. putting 
machinists in their places, they and the 
other members of the Amalgamated A& 
sociation declined to continue at work and 
a shut-down followed. Vice-President Hen- 
ley of the Amalgamated came on to adjust 
the matter, and a conference between the 
management and employes was held, but 
no agreement was effected. Vice-President 
Henley was called to New Albany, Ind., by 
a telegram informing him of the serious 
iliness of hie mother, and farther negotia- 
tions for a settlement are off for the 
present.
